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LATE  FOREIGN  DEVELOPMENTS. 


ARGENTINE  WHEAT  SEEDING  CONDITIONS  IMPROVED 

Recent  rainfall  in  Argentine  has  improved  soil  conditions,  mailing  wheat 
seeding  possible  under  generally  favorable  circumstances.     Private  estimates  of  the 
probable  expansion  in  the  wheat  acreage  range  from  only  slight  increases  to  20 
percent  larger  than  in  1943. 

CUBAN  CORK  PLANTING  DELAYED 

A  severe  drought  in  Cuba,  lasting  from  December  to  Kay,   is  reported  to  be 
holding  up  preparation  of  the  land  for  spring  plantings,  particularly  of  corn.  The 
drought  is  said  to  be  especially  bad  in  the  eastern  end  of  the  island,  where  rainfall 
has  averaged  only  about  30  percent  of  normal  during  the  past  5  months. 

HUNGARIAN  CROP  REPORT 

The  official  Hungarian  crop  report  for  the  4  weeks  ended  April  15  stated  that 
the  winter  rapeseed  crop  was  affected  unfavorably  by  cool  weather  and  spring  frosts. 
Development  of  the  winter  wheat  crop  was  retarded  for  the  same  reasons.    Winter  rye 
was  in  good  condition.     Sowing  of  the  summer  wheat  and  barley  crops  >vas  under  way, 
and  soil  preparation  for  corn  bad  begun.     Planting  of  early  potatoes  and  sugar  fodder 
beets  was  under  way.     Sowing  of  flax  and  hemp  was  practically  completed.     Soil  prep- 
aration was  progressing  for  tobacco  plants.     Pastures  had  been  developing  well  due  to 
the  warm  weather  of  the  first  2  weeks  of  April. 

ECUADORAN  RICE  CROP  SMALLER  THAN  A  YEAR  AGO 

The  1944  rice  crop  now  being  harvested  in  Ecuador  is  not  expected  to  be  as 
large  as  the  bumper  crop  of  last  year.     A  redaction  in  rice  acreage  is  reported  to 
be  due  principally  to  the  difficulty  encountered  in  the  shipping  of  the  large  surplus 
last  season  because  of  the  Governmental  decree,   Issued  in  nay  1943,  which  limited  the 
amount  of  rice  that  could  be  exported.    Two  other  factors  contributing  to  the  lower 
acreage  were  a  shortage  of  labor  and  the  restriction  of  agricultural  credit,  weather 
conditions  have  not  been  so  favorable  for  til*  production  of  rice  as  last  year. 

GERMAN  FOOD  DISTRIBUTION  RETARDED  BY  BOMBING 

A  Swedish  newspaper  on  April  23  stated  that  until  last  winter  food  transport 
proceeded  relatively  smoothly  in  Germany.     The  effects  of  mass  bombings  on  food  dis- 
tribution since  that  time  were  not  yet  clearly  apparent,   but  Indications  were  that 
the  situation  had  become  grave.    Supplies  were  no  longer  proceeding  evenly,  and  deliv- 
eries were  less  reliable.     Bombings  further  aggravated  the  situation  by  necessitating 
extensive  collective  feeding  and  relaxation  of  rationing  regulations.  Ordinarily, 
the  problem  would  be  solvable  to  a  large  extent  by  taking  what  Is  needed  from  the 
conquered  countries.     Tills  is  still  occurring  in  Hungary  and  the  Balkans,  but  cir- 
cumstances make  extensive  operations  difficult.     Mobilization  against  invasion 
imposes  a  severe  strain  on  the  transport  system.    The  approaching  supply  crisis,  will 
be  as  much  a  transport  crisis  as  a  production  crisis.

CANADA  ANNOUNCES  FARMERS'  INTENTIONS  TO  INCREASE  WHEAT  ACREAGE 

An  increase  of  about  3.8  million  acres,  or  22  percent,  in  the  Canadian  wheat 
acreage  Is  reported  In  prospect  for  the  current  year,  on  the  basis  of  farmers'  Inten- 
tions to  plant  as  of  April  30.     Planting  intentions  are  tentative  only,  however,  and 
developments  subsequent  to  that  date  might  affect  seeding  operations  and  alter  farm- 
ers' reported  plans.    Most  private  acreage  forecasts  issued  recently  have  Indicated 
a  smaller  probable  wheat  increase  than  that  of  the  official  report.    On  the  other 
hand,  weather  conditions  have  favored  wheat  seedlngs  and  some  observers  believe  farnr- 
ers  will  plant  a  larger  acreage  than  reported.    The  planned  shift  was  expected  to 
be  largely  at  the  expense  of  «oarse  grains  and  summer- fallow. 

The  intended  wheat  acreage  for  all  Canada  was  reported  at  21,325,800  acres,  as 
compared  with  17,437,000  acres  in  1943.     That  increase,  however,  if  carried  out  would 
still  leave  the  wheat  acreage  slightly  below  its  1942  level  and  below  the  average  of 
recent  years.     Virtually  all  of  the  change  Is  expected  to  ta!<e  place  In  the  Prairie 
Provinces,  with  20-percent  increases  indicated  for  both  Manitoba  and  Alberta  and  a 
24-percent  increase  over  last  year  in  the  important  wheat  Province  of  Saskatchewan.

Planned  acreages  of  feed  grains  and  flaxseed  point  to  a  considerable  shift 
from  these  crops  to  wheat,  accounting  for  almost  1.9  million  acres  of  the  wheat 
Increase.    A  little  more  than  a  million  acres  are  expected  to  be  diverted  from  summer- 
fallow,  leaving  fallow  land  at  the  smallest  figure  since  1940.     It  was  in  that  year 
that  payment  was  inaugurated  on  land  diverted  from  wheat  to  summer-fallow  or  coarse 
grains. 
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The.  current  trend  toward  .expansion  of  wheat  acreage  is  a  direct  reversal  or 
goals  during  the  war  years,  when  governmental  encouragement  was  aimed  at  reduction  of 
wheat  acreage,  with  the  diverted  land  going  into  coarse  grains,  summer- fallow,  and 
pastures.     To  that  end,  acreage-reduction  payments  were  inaugurated  in  1940  with  pay- 
ments of  $4  per  acre  made  on  wheat  acreage  fallowed,  and  $2  per  acre  for  that  put 
into  coarse  grains.    Later  legislation  made  no  provision  for  bonuses  for  summer-fallow, 
and  all  acreage  reduction  payments  were  at  the  rate  of  $2'  Per  acre,  until  their  dis- 
continuance in  the  current  season.    Substantial  changes  were  accomplished  in  the 
Prairie  Provinces  under  the  program,  as  can  be  seen  in  the  table  below.     The  prospect- 
ive wheat  increase  was  not  indicated  on  the  basis  of  1944  goals  announced  last  December, 
which  placed  acreage  at  the  1943  level.

The  acreage  of  fall  wheat  for  harvest  shows  some  increase,  as  well  as  the 
increase  in  the  prospective  spring  seedlngs.    Winter-kill  was  estimated  at  7  percent, 
leaving  684,000  acres  for  harvest  in  Ontario,   the  only  Province  that  reports  fall 
wheat.     Fall  rye  acreage  for  harvest  Is  placed  at  only  257,000  acres,  or  reductions 
of  about  27  percent  from  last  year  and  66  Percent  from  the  1938-1942  average.  Little 
change  in  the  spring  rye  area  is  indicated.     The  condition  of  fall  wheat  and  rye  at 
the  end  of  April,  expressed  as  a  percentage  of  the  long-time  average  yield,  was 
placed  at  91  percent.     This  shows  fall  wheat  entering  the  growing  season  In  better 
condition  than  on  the  same  date  of  last  year,  when  the  condition  was  reported  at  83 
percent.    Hay  and  clover  meadows  were  reported  to  be  95  percent  of  normal  on  April  30. 

The  progress  of  spring  seedlngs  at  the  end  of  April  was  well  in  advance  of  the 
same  date  of  1943,   especially  In  the  Prairie  Provinces.     Light  snowfall  during  the 
winter,   followed  by  an  unusually  dry  April,  made  early  work  on  the  land  possible,  and 
good  progress  was  reported.     In  the  Prairie  Provinces  42  percent  of  spring  wheat  seed- 
ing was  completed  on  April  30,   in  contrast  with  only  18  percent  last  year.     The  feed- 
grain  seeding  program  was  also  well  ahead  of  last  year's  progress.     Seeding  Is  not  so 
far  ahead  of  the  1943  schedule  in  British  Colombia  and  eastern  Canada,  however.  Wet 
April  weather  delayed  seeding  operations  In  British  Columbia.     Cool  weather  in  Ontario 
delayed  work,  but  warmer  weather  in  early  May  improved  conditions,  and  seeding  is  now 
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proceeding  rapidly,  according  to  reports.  .  Work.  is.  backward  In  parts  of  Quebec  arid  the 
Maritime  Provinces,  and  this  section  of  the  country  is  generally  in  need  of  2ood  ralnsi 

On  a  Provincial  basis,   the  largest  wheat  expansion  is  planned  for  Saskatchewan, 
with  about  65  percent  of  the  country's  Increase  expected  in  that  Province.     An  increase 
in  spring  wheat  acreage  there  of  2.5  million  acres  will  be  partly  balanced  by  planned 
reductions  of  2.2  million  acres  In  feed  grains,  flaxseed,  and  fallow  land.     In  Mani- 
toba and  Alberta  plans  also  point  to  decreases  of  all  grains  other  than  wheat,  as  well 
as  smaller  summer-fallow  acreage.     In  British  Columbia  and  the  eastern  Provinces, 
however,   the  net  position  shows  a  gain  for  feed  grains  as  well  as  some  gain  for  wheat.

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VEGETABLE  OILS  AND  OILSEEDS  .  .  . 

Fred  J.   Rossiter,    in  charge 
NICARAGUAN  OILSEED  ACREAGE  MAY  BE  REDUCED  IN  1944 

The  area  planted  to  vegetable  oilseeds  In  Nicaragua  this  year  may  show  a 
slight  decline  from  the  levels  of  1942  and  1943  as  a  result  of  the  small  profits  de- 
rived from  sesame,   the  second  most-important  crop  cultivated  for  export.     The  Govern- 
ment has  encouraged  production  of  vegetable  oilseeds,  particularly  sesame,   in  recent 
years  through  production  loans  and  publicity  campaigns.     Growers  succeeded  in  raising 
production  to  a  high  level,  but  because  of  a  shortage  of  oil-pressing  and  refining 
equipment,  most  of  the  oilseeds,  except  coconuts,  were  exported,  as  shown  in  the 
table  below,  while  processed  vegetable  oils  were  imported.     Production  of  sesame  for 
export  markets  proved  to  be  unprofitable  In  1942  and  1943  because  of  the  high  cost 
of  production  and  relatively  low  prices  received. 

As  a  result,  producers  are  planning  a  reduction  in  sesame  acreage  this  year, 
with  some  diversion  to  peanut  and  cotton  growing.     The  domestic  market  could  probably 
absorb  the  entire  production  of  oilseeds  if  sufficient  oil-pressing  and  refining 
equipment  were  available.     Local  commercial  Interests  are  aware  of  this  fact,  and 
efforts  to  obtain  and  Install  such  machinery  may  be  expected  in  the  near  future.

The  area  to  be  planted   (beginning  in  June)   to  sesame  in  Nicaragua  this  year  is 
expected  to  be  considerably  less  than  the  19,000  acres  planted  in  1942  and  1943.  Cul- 
tivation of  sesame  on  a  commercial  scale  was  begun  in  1937,  reached  8,  975»  000  pounds 
in  1942-43   (harvested  November  to  January)  and,  as  a  result  of  low  yields,  declined  to 
about  7,500,000  pounds  in  1943-44.     Producers  have  expressed  a  pessimistic  outlook,  for 
sesame  in  1944,  and  the  National  Bank  of  Nicaragua  is  not  expected  to  encourage  its 
Production  with  loans,  as  was  done  in  1943  when  about  95  percent  of  the  total  acreage 
was  financed  by  the  Bank.     This  anticipated  reduction  in  sesame  acreage  probably  will 
more  than  offset  the  small  prospective  increase  In  peanut  and  cotton  acreage. 
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About  300,000  pounds  of  the  1943-44  crop  are  expected  to  be  pressed  by  the  five 
local  oil  mills  and  consumed  as  oil  within  the  country.     Seed  requirements  for  the 
next  planting  are  estimated  at  200,000  pounds.     The  remaining  7,000,000  pounds  are 
expected  to  be  exported  during  1944  mostly  to  the  United  States.     Exports  during  1943 
amounted  to  8,474,000  pounds,  85  percent  of  which  was  shipped  to  Costa  Rica  and  15 
percent  to  the  United  States. 

Export  prices  averaged  about  $6.00  per  100  pounds,  f.o.b.  Corlnto.  Profits 
were  reported  to  be  small  ex  nonexistent  considering  the  estimated  cost  of  production 
at  more  than  $17.00  per  acre,  not  including  rent  or  interest  on  loans,  and  yields 
ranged  from  300  to  400  pounds  per  acre.     Cultivation  and  harvesting  are  done  largely 
with  primitive  tools  Including  ox-drawn  wooden  plows  and  machetes  (long  blades  used 
for  harvesting).     No  harvesting  machinery  is  being  used.    Machinery  for  preparation 
of  soil  is  scarce. 

Peanut  production  in  Nicaragua  is  confined  mostly  to  small  patches  for  domestic 
consumption,  but  considerable  Interest  has  arisen  in  projected  plans  to  produce  >  peanuts 
for  sale  to  the    United  States.     The  National  Bank  of  Nicaragua  purchased  10  short  tons 
of  Spanish  type  peanuts  and  0.5  ton  Alabama  runners  in  the  United  States  in  1943  with 
the  intention  of  financing  the  cultivation  of  at  least  300  acres  on  an  experimental 
basis.     Delivery  of  the  seed  was  delayed,  however,  and  only  about  100  acres  were 
planted  in  1943  compared  with  50  in  1942  and  75  in  1941.     Production  in  1943  was  es- 
timated at  110,000  pounds  (in  the  shell)  or  about  1,100  pounds  per  acre.     The  crop 
was  made  up  predominantly  of  the  Valencia  variety  prior  to  1943. 

Eastern  Nicaragua,  with  an  annual  rainfall  of  more  than  200  Inches  and  no 
pronounced  dry  season,  is  considered  unfavorable  for  cultivation  of  peanuts  as  well 
as  many  other  crops.     The  soils  and  rainfall  (35  to  50  Inches  annually)  of  western 
Nicaragua  are  believed  to  be  favorable  for  peanut  cultivation  and  the  prospects  are 
that  acreage  may  be  tripled  this  year.     Mo  surplus  for  export  is  expected,  however, 
until  1945.     Planting  is  usually  done  around  August  15  for  harvest  in  about  90  days. 
The  cleaning  equipment  used  for  sesame  can  be  used  for  peanuts.     The  only  commercial 
storage  space  Is  at  Corlnto. 

Castor-bean  production  also  Is  on.  a  small  scale, tand  there  is  \no: particular 
Interest  in  expanding  acreage  in  view  of  continued  strong  competition  from  Brazil 
and  India  for  available  world  markets.     Production  in  1943-44  was  estimated  at  156,000 
pounds  of  seeds  from  about  300  acres.     Host  of  the  beans  are  pressed  locally,  and  the 
oil  Is  used  in  the  manufacture  of  soap.     About  95  percent  of  the  soap  produced  in 
Nicaragua  Is  laundry-type  soap,  and  the  raw  materials  used  are  composed  of      8  to  10 
percent  castor  oil. 

The  production  of  cottonseed  has  been  reduced  sharply  since  the  conclusion  of 
a  United  States-Nlcaraguan  cotton-purchase  agreement  on  July  15,   1942.     Under  the 
terms  of  this  agreement,  cotton  acreage  is  limited  to  not  more  than  5,160  acres  an- 
nually, compared  with  a  record  planted  area  of  14,100  acres  in  1941-42,   the  last  year 
prior  to  the  negotiated  reduction.     Only  3,300  acres  were  planted  in  1943,  but  pro- 
ducers are  expected  to  plant  their  maximum  quotas  In  1944  in  view  of  increased  demand 
for  cotton,  both  by  local  mills  and  those  in  Guatemala.    Cotton  is  usually  planted  in 
July  for  harvest  in  January  and  February. 
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Cottonseed  production  amounted  to  about  1,000  short  tons  in  1943-44,  1,900 
tons  in  1942-43,  and  4,100  tons  in  1941-42.  when  the  record  crop  was  picked.  There 
are  no  cottonseed  presses  in  Nicaragua,  although,  some  individuals  have  indicated  an 
interest  in  the  installation  of  a  press  after  the  war  has  ended.     Less  than  half 
of  the  seeds  produced  are  normally  exported.    Host  of  the  remainder  were  fed  to 
livestock  or  destroyed  in  pre-war  years. 

Coconut  production  for  sale  in  commercial  channels  averaged  about  200,000 
nuts  monthly  in  1942,  from  which  43,000  pounds  of. oil  were  obtained.  Approximately 
175,000  nuts  of  the  monthly  total  were  obtained  from  trees  growing  on  the  Corn  is- 
lands, off  the  east  coast  of  the  country.    Hie  most  Important  producing  area  on  the 
mainland  extends  along  the  southern  part  of  the  east  coast  from  Blueflelds  to  San 
Juan  del  Norte. 

The  bulk  of  the  coconut  oil  produced  in  Nicaragua  Is  used  by  the  local  soap 
Industries  in  Granada,  Managua,  and  Leon.     Smaller  quantities  are  used  as  cooking 
oils  and  In  the  manufacture  of  vegetable  shortening.     Production  was  insufficient 
for  local  consumption  in  past  years,  and  Imports  of  coconut  and  palm  oils  ranged  up 
to  318,000  pounds  (1940),  although  a  few  fresh  coconuts  were  exported,  mostly  to 
Panama,  until  1941- 

Several  other  varieties  of  palm  trees  that  produce  oll-bearlng  nuts  are 
reported  to  be  growing  abundantly  In  the  wild  state,  where  exploitation  is  difficult. 
The  principal  varieties  are  coyole,  cohune,  corozo,  casca,  slllco,  almendra,  and  co- 
quito.     These  nuts  are  usually  gathered  in  small  quantities  by  natives  and  cracked  by 
hand  for  use  by  local  oil  presses.     Host  of  the  nuts  are  exceedingly  hard,  and  no 
machinery  is  available  in  Nicaragua  for  cracking  them.     Several  such  machines  have 
been  installed  recently  in  Honduras  for  experimental  use  under  tropical  conditions, 
and  samples  of  Nlcaraguan  nuts  have  been  sent  there  for  test  cracking.  Preliminary 
tests  indicate  that  the  operating  efficiency  of  the  machines  located  in  the  tropics 
may  be  reduced  due  to  heavy  rainfall  and  the  lack  of  a  definite  dry  season  in  most 
of  the  producing  areas,  which  prevent  a  thorough  drying  of  the  nuts. 

If  It  is  found  to  be  economically  feasible,  considerably  larger  quantities  of 
these  palm  nuts  or  kernels  may  be  gathered  for  export.     Thus  far,  however,   there  would 
seem  little  possibility  for  exports  of  the  kernels  or  oil  before  the  end  of  the  war. 

SYRIAN  OLIVE  OIL  PRODUCTION  REDUCED  BY  DROUGHT 

The  production  of  olive  oil  (all  grades)  from  the  olive  crop  harvested  In 
Syria  and  Lebanon  late  in  1943  was  estimated  at  13,000  short  tons  compared  with 
22,000  In  1942  and  a  previous  5-year  average  of  13,000  tons.     Dry  weather  In  Sept- 
ember and  October  1943  caused  a  somewhat  lower  yield  than  was  expected  earlier.  Ex- 
ports In  pre-war  years  averaged  around  9,000  short  tons  annually  but  have  been  pro- 
hibited except  under  special  license  since  194O  In  order  to  alleviate  the  shortage  of 
other  vegetable  oils  normally  imported.     Stocks  on  hand  at  the  end  of  March  were  es- 
timated unofficially  at  6,000  to  8,000  tons.     Wholesale  prices  at  that  time  were  1,900 
Syrian  pounds  per  metric  ton  ($734  per  short  ton)  for  commercial  grade  and  2,250 
pounds  ($928)  for  the  best  grade.

NEW  ZEALAND'S  TOBACCO  CROP  LOW:  IMPORTS  AND  STOCKS  OF  LEAF  LARGER 

Due  to  drought  conditions  during  the  growing  season,  Hew  Zealand's  1943-44 
tobacco  production  Is  estimated  at  only  about  2,500,000  pounds,  or  approximately  22 
percent  lower  than  the  1942-43  crop,  but  continued  Imports  of  United  States  leaf  have 
maintained  supplies  sufficient  to  cover  essential  requirements.     In  1942-43  a  record 
New  Zealand  tobacco  crop  of  3,135,000  pounds  was  harvested  from  2,907  acres.  Produc- 
tion during  the  period  1937-38  through  1941-42  averaged  2,247,000  pounds,  harvested 
from  2,475  acres,  according  to  a  report  received  in  the  Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural 
Relations. 

Imports  of  leaf  Into  New  Zealand,  principally  United  States  flue-cured,  totaled 
5,125,000  pounds  In  1943,  compared  with  an  average  of  3,027,000  pounds  during  the  pre- 
war years  1935-1939.     In  addition,  about  370,000  pounds  of  tobacco  products,  chiefly 
cigarettes,  were  Imported  in  1943.     Records  of  leaf  imports  during  1942  are  not 
available,  but  It  Is  believed  that  they  were  substantially  lower  than  in  1943. 

The  New  Zealand  government  has  encouraged  production  of  tobacco  In  recent  years 
by  steadily  Increasing  the  minimum  percentage  of  domestic  leaf  used  in  tobacco  manu- 
factures from  20  percent,  effective  January  1,  1941,  to  27.5  percent  on  January  l, 
1944.     In  spite  of  attempts  to  make  the  country  more  self-sufficient,  however,  imports 
of  leaf  during  the  war  are  believed  to  have  averaged  about  50  percent  greater  than  for 
the  Immediate  preceding  years. 

Stocks  of  imported  leaf  In  New  Zealand,  largely  of  United  States  origin, 
amounted  to  2,783,000  pounds  on  March  l,  1944,  as  compared  with  2,655,000  pounds  on 
June  30,  1943,  and  only  1,490,000  pounds  on  October  1,   1942.     At  present  estimated 
disappearance,  stocks  of  American  leaf  are  sufficient  to  cover  about  6  months'  re- 
quirements.    No  rationing  to  the  public  has  been  reported,  but  withdrawals  of  leaf 
by  manufacturers  are  restricted  under  a  distribution  program. 

MEXICO'S  TOBACCO  CROP  PROSPECTS  REDUCED 

Mexico's  1943-44  tobacco  crop  Is  now  estimated  by  private  agencies  at  only  44 
million  pounds,  compared  with  early  season  estimates  as  high  as  55  million  pounds. 
Dry  weather  in  the  State  of  Veracruz  accounts  for  the  reduced  production.     It  is  re- 
ported that  weather  conditions  in  Nayarlt,  one  of  the  principal  producing  States, 
have  been  nearly  Ideal  and  that  its  production,  composed  largely  of  light  types,  may 
reach  33  million  pounds,  as  compared  with  the  low  1942-43  crop  of  only  is. 6  million 
pounds.     Total  production  of  tobacco  In  Mexico  amounted  to  only  about  30.8  million 
pounds  in  1942-43.     Average  production  for  the  crop  years  1937-38  through  1941-42 
was  42.8  million  pounds. 

Although  no  data  are  available  as  yet  regarding  the  country's  consumption  of 
tobacco  products  in  1943,  reports  Indicate  that  the  general  upward  trend  of  recent 
years  was  continued.    Manufacturers'  stocks  of  leaf,  which  declined  drastically

following  the  low  crops  of  1941-42  and  1942-43,  will  be  replenished1  from  the'  1943-44 
production.     It  is  reported  that    most  manufacturers  have  been  unable  to  meet  consum- 
ers' demands  for  their  products.     Difficulties  in  obtaining  replacement  parts  for 
machinery,  wage  increases',  and  rises  in  the  prices  of  raw  materials  have  forced  many- 
smaller  establishments  to  either  close  or  sell  out  to  large  firms. 

Imports  of  leaf  into  Mexico,  principally  burley  tobacco  from  the  United  States, 
amounted  to  457,000  pounds  during  the  marketing  year  1942-43  (July- June)  and  to  only 
323,000  pounds  in  1941-42.     Imports  of  tobacco  products  totaled  546,000  pounds  in 
1942-43,  as  compared  with  396,000  pounds  in  1941-42.     Exports  of  leaf  and  products 
from  Mexico  are  insignificant. 

PERU'S  TOBACCO  PRODUCTION  INCREASING  WITH  CONSUMPTION 

Peru's  1943  tobacco  crop,  which  amounted  to  about  3,053,000  pounds,  together 
with  small  Imports  of  foreign  leaf  was  sufficient  to  meet  the  country's  Increased 
consumption  requirements.     In  1942,  a  crop  of  3,045,000  pounds  was  harvested,  and 
average  production  during  the  5  years  1937-1941  amounted  to  2,179,000  pounds, 
according  to  Information  received  in  the  Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural  Relations, 

Peruvian  tobacco  consists  largely  of  dark  types  grown  in  the  districts  of 
Tumbes,  Tarapoto,  and  Jaen  -  all  In  the  northern  part  of  the  country.     The  Tobacco 
Monopoly,  which  controls  the  cultivation,  manufacture,  Import,  and  sales  of  tooacco, 
has  encouraged  production  of  leaf  and  aided  growers  by  scientific  research  and  tech- 
nical advice.     The  quality  of  domestic  leaf  has  been  Improved  and  production  increased, 
and  Imports  of  foreign  leaf,  used  chiefly  for  blending  purposes  In  cigarettes,  amounted 
to  only  364,000  pounds  in  1943,  as  compared  with  884,000  pounds  in  1942.     No  data 
are  available  as  to  Imports  of  tobacco  products  in  1943,   but  1942  Imports,  chiefly 
cigarettes,  amounted  to  about  221,000  pounds. 

Improved  purchasing  power  in  Peru  in  recent  years  has  resulted  in  Increased 
consumption  of  tobacco.     In  1943,  production  of  cigarettes  by  the  Monopoly's  factor- 
ies amounted  to  1.26  billion  pieces  as  compared  with  only  1.12  billion  in  1942  and 
less  than  1.00  billion  in  1941.     Production  of  cigars  In  1943  totaled  1.3  million 
pieces,  which  was    18  percent  larger  than  production  in  1942.     No  data  are  available 
regarding  the  country's  production  of  other  tobacco  products. 

IRELAND'S  I94«*  TOBACCO  ACREAGE  LOWER 

Licenses  have  been  Issued  to  plant  only  138  acres  of  tobacco  In  Ireland  in 
1944,  according  to  a  report  received  in  the  Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural  Relations. 
In  1943  the  area  planted  was  165  acres,   from  which  a  total  of  127,000  pounds  of  leaf 
(storage-order  weight)  was  harvested.     The  entire  1943  crop  has  been  allocated  to 
manufacturers. 


The  basic  average  price  paid  to  growers  for  1943-crop  leaf  was  29.3  cents 
per  pound.     In  addition,  there  were  bonuses  to  growers  amounting  to  about  12. 5  cents 
per  pound.     The  production  is  sufficient  to  meet  only  a  small  percentage  of  the 
country's  leaf  requirements.

CANADIAN  CATTLEMEN  WANT  CATTLE  EXPORT  BAN  LIFTED 

Ample  supplies  of  cattle  for  slaughter  In  Canada  are  In  prospect  for  the 
remainder  of  1944.  and  fed  steers  are  now  coming  to  Canadian  markets  in  good  numbers. 
Cattlemen  In  that  country  are  exerting  pressure  on  the  Government  to  remove  restric- 
tions on  exports  of  cattle  to  the  United  States  or  to  fulfill  Its  promise  to  buy 
cattle  and  ship  them  to  the  United  States  whenever  excess  supplies  threaten  prices 
unduly. 

The  cattle  market  has  tended  to  weaken  since  January,  and  prices  of  the  better 
grades  have  declined  steadily.     Prices  of  cows  have  been  holding  near  their  floor 
level  since  last  autumn,  but  this  floor  has  been  seasonally  advanced.     The  most  re- 
cent Increase  (April  20)  brought  the  floor  level  for  all  grades  of  beef  to  within  25 
cents  (Canadian)  per  100  pounds  of  the  celling  price.

Conditions  In  Canada  have  changed  materially  since  the  restrictions  on  exports 
of  beef  cattle  to  the  United  States  became  effective  In  the  summer  1942.     At  that 
tlme">ftttle  producers  reluctantly  gave  up  to  the  profitable  United  States  market  and 
accepted  the  view  that  the  domestic  meat  supply  situation  necessitated  retaining  the 
cattle  for  local  use.     Now  the  meat  situation  is  different,  as  supplies  are  so  plen- 
tiful as  to  make  it  unnecessary  to  continue  rationing,  and  cattle  prices  have  been 
depressed  by  excessive  storage  holding  of  beef  and  liberal  marketings  of  cattle.  The 
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Chairman  of  the  Wartime  Prices  and  Trade  Board  and  the' Minister  of  Agriculture  have 
recently  been  reminded  by  cattle  producers'  organizations  of  the  promises  made  that 
the  Government  would  enter  the  market  to  buy  cattle  for  export  to  the  United  States 
when  supplies  became  sufficiently  .large  to.  depress  the  market. 

The  Canadian  Minister  of  Agriculture  has  recently  stated  that  the  question  of 
lifting  the  export  ban  has  been  and  is  still  under  consideration.     Tne  suspension  of 
rationing  and  the  recent  larger  shipments  of  beef  to  the  United  Kingdom,   if  continued, 
may  relieve  the  congestion  of  stocks  and  result  in  a  strengthening  of  cattle  prices. 
In  that  event,   the  Government  may  take  no  action  to  permit  cattle  exports  to  the 
United  States. 

Beef  purchases  for  shipment  to  the  United  Kingdom  have  been  increased  since 
March  l,  but  to  date  most  purchases  have  been  low  In  quality,  because  the  Board  makes 
purchases  only  at  the  floor  level,  and  prices  of  the  better  grades  have  held  above 
this  level.     The  beef  export  plan  is  hampered  because  Meat  Board  purchases  are  tied 
to  the  cattle  price-support  program.     The  Minister  of  Agriculture  of  Canada  announced 
recently  In  an  address  that  the  Government  Is  working  out  a  plan,  whereby  the  best 
rather  than  the'' poorest  Canadian  beef  could  be  shipped  to  Britain.     During'the  period 
April  20  to  August  5  the  floor  price  for  all  grades  of  beef  is  within  25  cents  per 
100  pounds  of  the  ceiling  price  and  this  should  make  it  possible  for  the  Meat  Board 
to  purchase  more  of  the  oetter  grades  of  beef. 

During  the  years  1935  to  1939  Canada  exported  an  average  of  211,000  head  of 
cattle  annually,  chiefly  to  the  United  States.     The  bulk  of  these  cattle  were  of  the 
class  weighing  700  pounds  and  over,  on  which  a  duty  concession  of  1.5  cents  from  the 
regular  duty  of  3  cents  per  pound  was  granted  on  a  quarterly  quota  of  80,000  head, 
or  an  annual  quota  of  225,000  head,  by  the  United  States  in  the  Canadian  Trade  Agree- 
ment of  January  1,   1939.     A  later  agreement  with  Mexico,  effective  January  30,  1943, 
permitted  all  cattle  to  enter  at  the  1.5-cent  rate  regardless  of  weight,  and  the 
quota  restrictions  were  removed  for  the  period  of  the  National  Emergency.     This  con- 
cession was  automatically  extended  to  all  countries  through  the  most- favored-nation 
policy  of  the  United  States.     Canada  supplied  about  43  percent  of  the  dutiable  live 
cattle  imported  into  the  United  States  during  the  5  years  1935-1939,  and  Mexico 
supplied  the  remainder.     The  bulk  of  the  imports  from  Mexico  were  in  the  weight  group 
of  200  to  600  pounds. 

CANADIAN  HOG  PRICE  SUBSIDY  EFFECTIVE 

The  policy  of  the  Canadian  Government  to  grant  premium  payments  for  quality 
hogs  delivered  at  Inspected  plants  has  resulted  In  greatly  Increased  slaughter  at 
those  plants.     This  has  enabled  the  Meat  Board  to  make  excellent  progress  In  filling 
Its  export  commitments  to  the  United  Kingdom. 

Nearly  60  percent  of  the  minimum  purchases  required  under  the  1944  Canadian- 
British  Bacon  Agreement  was  completed  In  the  first  quarter  of  the  year.     It  now 
appears  that  the  minimum  requirements  for  the  year  of  500  million  pounds  should  be 
completed  at  the  end  of  the  third  quarter  and  that  shipments  for  the  12  months  will 
exceed  those  of  last  year. 
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The  Bacon  contract  now  in  operation  between  Canada  and  the  United  Klnsdorf 
calls  Tor  the  delivery  of  a  minimum  of  900  million  pounds  of  Wiltshire  sides  and 
other  cuts  over  a  2-year  period  (194-4  and  1945),  "/hereas  the  previous  contract 
called  for  the  shipment  of  575  million  pounds  in  one  year.     The  900  million  pounds 
specified  in  the  current  contract,  however,   ts  the  minimum  expected  and  Canada  is 
not  restricted  to  this  quantity  In  making  deliveries-     Tne  average  price  increase 
granted  in  the  present  contract  was  75  cents  (Canadian)  per  100  pounds  of  ham  and 
bacon. 

The  diversion  of  hog  slaughter  from  uninspected  to  inspected  channels  by 
means  of  the  price  subsidies  granted  at  inspected  plants  has  resulted  in  an  average 
Inspected  slaughter  of  well  over  200,000  hogs  a  week.     Canadian  authorities  now  be- 
lieve that  not  only  will  the  number  of  hogs  slaughtered  in  Inspected  plants  in  1944 
be  the  largest  on  record  but  that  there  will  be  a  substantial  increase  in  the  per- 
centage qualifying  for  the  two  premium  grades.     The  premiums  payaole  since  January 
24,  1944.  are  $3.00  Canadian  ($2.73  United  States)  1/  on  grade  A  and  $2.00  Canadian 
($1.82)  on  grade  Bl  carcasses. 


Current  heavy  slaughte rings  of  hogs  lead  Canadian  authorities  to  believe  that 
marketings  during  the  first  half  of  this  year  will  be  substantially  above  those  in 
the  corresponding  period  of  1943  when  Inspected  slaughter  reached  3,273,000  head  and 
was  the  largest  for  the  period  on  record.     The  seasonal  reduction  normally  anticipated 
for  the  third  quarter  may  be  less  than  usual  because  of  the  increased  proportion  of 
the  available  supply  now  being  diverted  Into  Inspected  plants.     On  the  basis  of  the 
effects  of  the  premium  policy  and  the  longer  term  bacon  contract,  Canadian  Government 
authorities  now  expect  that  Inspected  hog  slaughterings  in  1944  may  show  an  increase 
of  from  1-1/2  to  2  million  head  aoove  the  1943  total  of  7,150,000  and  that  hog  pro- 
duction will  continue  at  a.  high  level  In  1945,  provided  favorable  harvests  are 
obtained  this  year. 

CANADIAN  PUBLIC  REACTS  FAVORABLY  TO  SUSPENSION  OF  MEAT  RATIONING 

Public  reaction  to  the  suspension  of  meat  rationing  in  Canada  has  been 
generally  favorable,  and  unless  consumption  shows  a  sharp  Increase  it  is  doubtful 
that  rationing  will  be  resumed  In  the  near  future.     The  basic  meat  ration  was  large 
enough  to  provide  most  consumers  wltn  their  normal  requirements  of  meat,  although  not 
always  of  the  kind  or  quality  desired.     Rationing  probably  had  little  effect  on  meat 
consumption  as  a  whole,  although  sufficient  time  has  not  elapsed  since  Its  suspension 
on  February  29  to  enable  authorities  to  draw  final  conclusions. 


Current  supplies  of  all  meats  in  Canada  are  large.     Inspected  slaughter  of 
cattle,  hogs,  and  sheep  in  the  first  quarter  of  1944  was  well  above  that  of  the  same 
quarter  of  1943  and  reflected  the  record  number  of  livestock  reported  on  hand  last 
December.     The  present  abundance  of  ham,  bacon,  and  other  pork  products  for  domestic 
use  may  cause  some  shift  In  consumption  from  Seef  to  pork.     Beef  consumption  has

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Increased  materially  since  the  war  began,  as  a  result  of  Increased  consumer  purchasing 
power  and  the  necessity  of  sending  the  bulk  of  the  pork,  supplies  to  the  United  Kingdom 
to  help  that  country  maintain  Its  reduced  wartime  rations. 

ACTIVE  MARKET  IN  ARGENTINE  HIDES  AND  SKINS  INDICATED  IN 

Argentine  exports  of  all  types  of  hides  and  skins  In  January  and  February  this 
year  showed  a  considerable  Increase  compared  with  a  year  earlier,   the  shipments  being 
valued  at  $10,157,844  compared  with  $4,162,346  for  the  corresponding  months  in  1943. 
The  increased  export  movement  was  attributed  mainly  to  a  reduced  demand  on  the  part 
of  local  tanners,  which  resulted  in  releasing,  greater  quantities  of  hides  for  export. 
The  upward  revision  in  dry-hide  ceiling  prices  by  the  United  States  and  the  United 
Kingdom  probably  also  contributed  to  the  increase  in  the  value  of  the  Argentine  ex- 
ports.   A  continuation  of  such  heavy  exports  throughout  1944  would  help  to  fill  the 
Increasing  military  requirements  of  the  United  Nations  for  leather. 

Principal  buyers  of  salt  hides  during  the  first  2  months  of  1944  were  the 
United  States  and  the  United  Kingdom,  with  some  spasmodic  purchasing  by  Latin  American 
countries.     The  trend  toward  an  increase  in  the  percentage    of  Argentine  hides  and 
skins  going  to  the  United  Kingdom  will  likely  be  accentuated  during  1944.  Argentine 
exports  of  hides  and  skins  to  the  United  Kingdom  during  1943  constituted  42  percent 
of  total  shipments  compared  with  only  36  percent  In  1942.  whereas  the  percentage 
going  to  the  United  States  In  those  years  fell  from  57  to  47. 

In  1943,  both  the  volume  and  value  of  Argentine  exports  of  hides  and  skins 
were  below  those  of  1942.     Shipments  of  cattle  hides  were  valued  at  $27,739,000  com- 
pared with  $32,013,000  in  the  preceding  year.     Sheepskin  exports  were  valued  at 
$2,603,000  -  somewhat  lower  than  In  1942,  when  they  were  valued  at  $2,851,000.  The 
volume  of  hide  and  skin  exports  for  both  years  is  shown  in  the  accompanying  table, 
together  with  the  figures  for  the  first  2  months  of  each  year.
